While all of the precincts have 
not been heard from the total vote polled 
in the districts accounted for indicates that 
the largest vote ever cast in the county has 
been polled. The unusually large vote 
Was the result of the party feeling that was 


. stirred up in the contest between the demo- 


crats and populists. 

The democrats won and by an unexpected- 
ly large margin. Light precincts, out of 
the fifteen in the county, give Sheriff H. G. 
Austin, the democratic candidate, a major- 
ity of 7lo votes, and out of the precincts 
still to be heard from the democrats are 
certain to carry three.

Florida’s Governor Raises Cain Around 
the Statehouse. 


FROM THE CAPITOL 


Other Officials Hide Out When His 
Excellency Is Mad. 


WIS FRIENDS ARE GREATLY MORTIFIED 


They Urge Him to Retrieve His Reputa- 
tion for Good Sense by Recalling His 
Decision Granting the Requisition.

Tallahassee, Fla.,) January 2.—(Speciai.)— 
A report was sent out* last night from 
Austin, Tex., to the effect that Gevernor 
Mitchell, of Florida,’ had rescinded his pre- 
vious action in the matter of honoring the 
requisition papers from Governor Hogs, 
of Texas, for the arrest and delivery of 
H. M. Flagler, of New York, to Texas of- 
*ficers. This report is erroneous. Governor 
Mitchell wes seen at the executive office 


in the capitol this afternoon and authorized , 


a complete denial of the Austin story, add- 
ing: “I have taken no action whatever in 
the Flagler matter since signing and for- 
warding the requisition papers to Governor 
Hoge.”’ 

The governor declined to say whether or 
not he would take any further action, nor 
would he say whether or not any pressure 
if being brought to bear upon him from in- 
fluential people in and out of Florida. There 
is a report, however, that Governor Mitchell 
is being besieged on every hand by poli- 
ticilans and prominent transportation peo- 
ple to back down and recall the papers from 
Texas. There are thousands of the gover- 
nor’s friends and supporters in this state 
who are disposed to criticise him harshly 
for dcing what the governors of New York 
and Missouri declined to do. Some promi- 
nent democrats here say that Mitchell sees 
now that he made a faux pas when he s*gn- 
ed those reguisition papers, but that he is 


| too stubborn to recede from his position 
' or even to acknowledge that he was in the 


wrong. 

A leading south Florida lawyer is au- 
thority for the statement that Mitchell's 
action in the Flagler matter threatens tp 
make a very serious division in the ranks 
of the Mitchell wing of the democracy in 
Florida; that already the governor has 
spcken and written very sharply and point- 
edly to several leading state administration 


pderocrats who were injudicious enough to 


approach him with suggestions that he re- 
seird his action in the requisition cage. 
There have, it is said, been two or thré¢ 
stcrmy sceres in whic!: the chief executive 


was forced to tell some: pecple “to mind 


their own business.” At any rate, one -of 
the goverrior’s former advisers was over- 
heard to remark recently: 

Done with the Ols Man. 

“I’m done with the old man. I shall nev- 
er be rash enough to try tu change his mind 
again. I’ve ‘had my dose and from this day 
fcrth I’m a quitter with his excellency.’’ 

On the other hand, Governor Mitchell’s 
action finds not a few defenders. One of 
his political opponents for many years said 
today: 

“The laws of the states differ as to the 
duty of a gvvernor in honoring recuisi- 
ticns. In Florida, so I am informed, the 
chief executive. ,has no discretion ‘n such 
matters. 1f the papers are properly made 


} cut and properly signed and attested, the 


statute compels him to sign them. His act 
is simply a clerical act. The law does not 
empower him to consider whether or not 
there is just cause for the requisition. 
The courts must settle that, so I feel 
sure that in the end it will be found that 
Governor Mitchell did only his plain duty 
in this Flagler matter.” 

A report comes from Tampa to the’ effect 
that Governor Mitchell has appointed a 
day on which he will give an audience to 
Mr. Flagler’s legal counsel and hear what 
they have to say as to why tue executive's 
action in signing the Texas papers should 
be rescinded. But no information on this 
point can be had at the governor’s office. 
It Is rumored about the statehouse tonicht 
that a telegram has been sent to Governor 
Hicgg from the executive office asking that 
the Texas authorities desist from all action 
in the Flagler matter for the present, and 
it is declared to be a fact that Governor 
Mitchell has asked Attorney General Lamar 
for an opinion on the case and that this 
cpinion is looked for tomorrow. There is a 
good deal of activity and “flying about” 
from the governors room to that of the 
attorney generl and all the statehouse 
officials aver that “something is up.”’ 

He Reads The Constitution. 
Governor Mitchell has read rearly all the 
itorial criticisms of his course in the 

prominent newspapers. of the country and 
is highly incensed at some of them. Very 
few people whe know him well will admit 
that he will back down in this matter. He 
is too mad for that, it is said. 

Ir this connection the story is told here 
that when the guvernor read in The Sunday 
Constitution the editorial headed “An Ex- 
ecutive Ass,’’ he fairly snorted with rage 
ang tore about the executive chamber like 
a. wild bull. The -governor has 
a viqlent temper, which some- 
times gets entirely beyond his 
control, and on these occasions it is not safe 
to go within fifty. feet of him. As his 
anger increases he also loses control of his 
voice and this gets so squeaky as to be 
painfully suggestive of a rusty saw strug- 
gling with a pitch pime board. At the 
first symptoms of a in the direction 
of the chief executive about him be- 
gin to tumble over each other in their 
hurry to get out of his reach.

They wanted 
him to remove Carlisle from the head of 
the treasury department because they de- 
cleared he had failed to keep faith with 
them.

The Postmaster General Issues an Im- 
portant Notice. 

Washington, January 2.—First Assistant 
Postmaster Jones has issued an important 
notice to postmasters at free delivery of- 
fices which directly concerns carriers. 
Among the specifications of the order is 
one prohibiting carriers from remaining at 
their desks or in the working room of the 
efice during any interval or “swing” be- 
tween trips or during the dinner interval. 
Nor must they remain in the postoffice af- 
ter reporting from the last trip of the day. 
The performance of clerical work by car- 
riers is absolutely prohibited, while among 
other provisions of the order is one that 
men detailed exclusively in collection ser- 
vice should not be allowed to enter the 
workroom of the office exeept to deposit 
theg collections. 


TO COLLECT THE INCOME TAX. 


Commissioner Miller Has Everything 
Ready for the Work. 

Washington, January 2.—Commissioner 
Miller said today that as soon as congress 
provided the means to carry into effect the 
income tax provision of the tariff law, he 
was ready with the perfected machinery of 
his office to put it into active operation. 
blank forms of returns are now ready and 
will at. oncé -be distributed to the internal 
revenue collectors. Regulations, in pamphlet 
form, have already been distributed. The 
only thing that now remains is to appoint 
the necessary addjtional fleld and office 
force. This will be done by the internal 
revenue collectors as soon as congress 
passes the urgency deficiency bill, which 
contains the appropriation for that purpose. 


A MILLION AND A HALF. 


The Gold Reserve Goes . Down to 
Kighty-Four Million. 

Washington, January 2.—The withdrawals 
of gold from the New York subtreasury to- 
day for shipment to Europe aggregated 
$1,600,000. 

This reduces the gold reserve in the treas- 
ury to $84,000,000 in round numbers. The 
debt statement issued this afternoon shows 
a net increage in the public debt less cash 
in the treasury during December, 18%, of 
$31,320,776. The interest-bearing debt increas- 
ed $40,201,700; non-interest-bearing debt in- 
creased $125,650, and the cash in the treasury 
increased $8,809,974. 

The balances of the several classes of 
debt at the close of business December 3lst, 
were: Interest-bearing debt, $679,168,130; debt 
on which interest has ceased since maturi- 
ty, $1,825,800; debt bearing no interest, $382,- 
247,345; total, 1,064,241.275. 

The treasury notes offset by an equal 
amount of cash in the treasury outstanding 
at the end of the month were: $590, 134,104, 
a decrease of $16,136,739. 

. The total cash in the treasury was $782,- 
754,289. The gold reserve was $80,244,445. 

Net cash balance, $67,093,135. In the month 
thére was a decrease in gold coin and bars 
of $24,744,114. The total at the close being 


$139,606,354. Of silver there was a decrease | 
of $767,001. Of the surplus, there was in na- | 


4ional bank depositories $16,197,619, against 
$16,729,433 at the end of the preceding month.

Were Morton wrapped in the _ se- 
cluded pomp of ‘Rhine Cliffe he would 
present a different case, Physically Mor- 
ton has long been a sick man. His malady 
is given by the attendant scientists of med- 
icine the name of senile gangrene. In def- 
erence to the threats and ravages of this 
disorder Morton made the pilgrimage to 
Paris last summer and gave himself to the 
knives of those surgical high priests who 
have their altars in those places. Morton 
surrendered a quartet of toes to the mal- 
ady and the end is not yet. All he receiv- 
ed wag a respite. It would call for an ex- 
pert to say whether any relationship sub- 
sists between the man’s mental degeneracy 
and that physical deterioration set forth 
above But whether one is the 
sympathetic attendant of the oth- 
er or no, the blank vacuous 
fact remains that menta!’y Morton is as a 
babbling chiid. 

Ihysically he is under 
of the doctors; mentally 
control of the hypnotic Platt. Intellectually 
Morton is a waste, a sand-blown desert, 
where every passing thought stumbles and 
falls to perish for lack of sustenance. This 
is nothing new. All of Washington has 
known it these five years last past. He 
tottered mentally as president of the sen- 
ate in his senate chair. As a rule no vio- 
lent, hard questions are propounded to be 
gaveled at in the senate. Therefore, it 
might befall when the senate trade winds 
were prevailing that Morton would sail on 
for peaceful, untried weeks, and never be 
called on for any sublimer effort than to 
sit in his chair. This fardel ‘he bore only 
for a brief hour, and then decently gave 
way to the president pro. tem, while Mor- 
ten recouped on a lounge in the vice presi- 
aent’s room. 

Made Mistakes Sometimes. 

But when some sudden squall descended; 
some flaw of the senate winds = which 
sent Sherman and the other 
republicans scurrying to shorten sail or 
take other measures of safety, if Morton 
was in the chair, the immediate proposal 
was “executive session.’’ This was as a 
cloak and a cover to Morton’s weak incom- 
petence. The door would be locked, the 
audience reduced te the senators them- 
selves—many of whom didn’t have much 
the better of their aimless officer—and what 
blunders and stumbles and fumbles then 
succeeded on the part of the chair were 
supposed to be buried in the secrecy of ex- 
ecutive session, never to see the’ light. Day 
after day questions of order requiring de- 
cision by the chair could be foresven in their 
coming, and the order in which they would 
appear. In such instances chance of tan- 
gle was forestalled, and tie decisions were 
written out in advance by competent minds 
and placed in Morton’s hands to be shoot- 
ingly read when the question should come 
fluttering from the senate traps. On more 
than one distressing occasion Morton read 
the wrong decision—one utteriy foreign to 
the involvement then tugging to be set- 
tled. In which unhappy instances there 
was nothing for it but to drive everybody 
out of the gallery and pull down the cur- 
tains of executive session. This was the 
door-locking case many a time and oft. 

The Powers Behind Him. 

There are two agencies which will control 
Morton absolutely in his term as governor 
of New York. These are Platt and Mrs. 
Morton. The latter is a woman, a bit too 
fond perhaps of coarse display, but withal 
of resolution, intelligence and force. It is 
perhaps ali the better that her filber isn’t 
silk, and that very coarseness which she 
ill lacks, being hers, may aid her to con- 
trol affairs to the credit of Morton and the 
good of the public at a time when Mach- 
ijavelli Platt would lead them aside. She 
is as prompt, as bold, as keen as Plait 
and better than Platt knows Morton from 
the wig on his head to the list slippers 
wherewith he beautifies his feet in pri- 
vacy and she can work him like a bell- 
punch. There may come to be hereafter a 
clash between Platt and Mrs. Morton, in 
which turgid event chance yawns that 
Platt will get the worst of it. He means 
to run Morton, and up to date has done so. 
He proposes to throw on and off the belts, 
regulate steam, direction and speed and 
generally control Morton in every affair of 
the governorship. it was with this light 
burning in his, eye like Satan’s lamp that 
Platt constructed Morton into a goverfior. 
Platt wanted the place himself. Platt is too 
thoroughly known to leave him «a4 
chance to win. Piatt knows_ this 
fact of his disrepute with the voters of New 
York. So Piatt lugs out Morton as one 
might a marionette and starts out: to be 
governor by proxy. It is significant that 
Platt hed to consult Mrs. Morton before he 
did these marvels. And it may come that

“ON TO PEKING.” 


Danger Threatens the Peace Negotlia- 
tions and War May Be Renewed. 
Washington, January 2.—Danger threat- 

ens the peace negotiations between China 

and Japan, and from present indications 
it is exceedingly probable that hostilities 
may be renewed with even greater vigor 
and the cry “On to Peking’ once more be- 
come the slogan of the Japanese forces. 
Despite a prevailing belief to the contrary, 
it is not unlikely that the Japanese gov- 
ernment will decline to make a further 
postponement of the actual commencement 
of the neg@tiations in order to await the 
arrival of Mr. John W. Foster, the Chinese 
advisory counsel, and it is improbable that 
arrangements for the settlement of the 
dispute will haye been completed before 

Mr. Foster reaches Hiroshoma, where the 

representatives of- both the warring pow- 

ers are. Mr. Fster will sail from Van- 
couver on January 6th, providing he is 
not snow bound, and is due in Yokohama 

January 19th or 20th. Two days will give 

him ample time to reach Hiroshoma, so 

that the QChinese cannot ask for a post- 
ponement after the 22d instant. 

The two Chinese ambassadors of peace 
are due in Shanghai on January 6th, and 
expect to reach Hiroshoma on the 9th in- 
stant, and the probabilities are that they 
will be asked tp begin the negotiations 
without delay. The danger that threatens 
the settlement, which has seemed such a 
certainty, will arse at this point, for the 
Japanese government will refuse, without 
doubt, to agree te any temporizing on the 
plea that Mr. Foster has not arrived, and 
that the Chinesefambassadors cannot pro- 
ceed without his assistance. It may be 
stated with séme degree of positiveness 
that’ a direct declination by the Chinege 
ambassadors to begin the negotiations 
until Mr. Foster reaches Hiroshoma will 
result in positive disagreement. and the 
breaking off of the overtures, which will 
put the possibilities of peace farther away 
than ever, and cause the Japanese forces 
to push their way with greater vigor to- 
ward the Chinese capitol. In that event 
nothing short of the fall of Peking is like- 
ly to put an end to hostilities. It has been 
known for sometime that the Japanese 
government is suspicious of the good faith 
of their enemies in the overtures for a sus- 
pension of the war. First came the Det- 
ring affair, in which Mr. Detring w sent 
to Japan ostensibly for the pur e of 
making terms of peace, but really armed 


only with “a letter from the Chinese court,” 


tb use his own expression, directing him to 
inake “inquiry’’ into the prospects for a 
cattinedbint When Mr. Detring’s mission 
failed, fre overtures on which the present 
negotiations are based were made by China 
to Japan, through Mr, Denby, the American 
minister. at Peking, and Mr. Dun, the 
American minister at TokidO. Japan ex- 
pressed a willingness to treat with China 
if the present government would send an 
ambassador, duly aé¢credited and armed 
with full power to negotiate a peace treaty. 
To this the ChineSe government sent an- 
swer that it could hardly agree to such a 
proposition until it Knew the basis on 
which the Japanese wished the arrange- 
ment for peace to be made. Already in- 
clined to look with suspicion upon the Chi- 
nese professions of gopd faith, the Japanese 
government found in this answer ample 
confirmation of its belief that the Chinese 
government was attempting to ascertain 
seek to exact 
from them as indemnity in order to be pre- 
pared with arguments to secure a modifica- 
tion, and it was for this reason that Vis- 
count Mutsu, the Japanese minister of for- 
eign affairs, declined to have further deal- 
ing with Peking on the subject until the 
present ambassador was appointed. After 
some delay, China pointed not one but 
two envoys, and it was thought that the 
negotiations. would begin in a very short 
time. But a few days ago the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Foster wag announced, as 
counsel to the Chintse ambassadors, and 
it is believed that the Chinese envoys will 
ask Viscount Mutsu/to suspend the com- 
mencement of actual negotiations until Mr. 
Foster has arrived af the place of meeting. 
. The Japanese pea commissioners are 
not likely to give afiy formal recognition 
to Mr. Foster. He will certainly not be al- 
tiings of the commis- 
ston, provided he arrives at Hiroshoma be- 
fore its business.is concluded, and if fre- 
quent requests for adjournment are made 
by the two Chinése envoys _ order that 
they may consult with him, the Japanese 
commissioners wlil probably refuse to pro- 
ceed further unless these requests cease. 


Looking After Their Interests. 


Vienna, January 2.—The Politische Cor. 
respondenz, which publishes official news 
from *every capital in Europe, has this 
paragraph today: 

“The French, English and Russian min- 
isters at Tokio have been instructed to 
keep themselves closely informed of the 
daily course of the negotiations between 
China and Japan. These wers 
cannot permit their interests to Be vio- 
lated nor allow European influence to be 
elbowed our of eastern Asia so Japan 
may monopolize Chinese trade. Their 
squadrons in eastern waters are sufficiently 
strong to give effect to their wishes and 
those of the United States.”

Victorious Japanese Troops Are

New York, January 2.—A Montevideo 
special says: ‘‘News from Brazil says there 
has been severe fighting at Santa Ana, and 
that the last of the government troops in 
that section have been driven off and have 
laid down their arms and crossed into Uru- 
guay.

THEY GOT EXCITED, 


And the “You Lie” Very Near Result- 
ed in Bloodshed. 


Sofia, January 2.—A scene of great excite- 
ment occurred during today’s session of the 
sobranje and bloodshed was narrowly avert- 
ed. An opposition deputy accused Premier 
Stoiloff of having diverted a portion of the 
funds which had been set apart for the 
suppression of brigandage to the subven- 
tion of political speeches, whereupon M. 
Stoiliff sprang to his feet and exclaimed in 
a voice harsh with passion: ‘“‘You lie.”” This 
exclamation immediately created a roar 
along the opposition side of the chambé®r 
and the president ordered the expulsion of 
the member who made the remark. The 
ushers. endeavored to eject the offender, 
but the deputies of the opposition attacked 
them with their fists and drove the ushers 
from the hall. Several of them were knock- 
ed down and badly beaten. During the me- 
lee several deputies drew revolvers, but they 
were disarmed before they were able to use 
their weapons. The opposition members who 
were at the disadvantage of being numeri- 
cally the weaker party, finally withdrew 
from the chamber after loudly hurling 
accusations of injustice at the president. 


WALDERSEE DECORATED. 


It Was Handed to Him Personally by 
the Emperor. 

Berlin, January 2.—The decoration of 
Count von Waldersee with the order of the 
Black Eagle, has been officially gazetted. 
The North German Gazette says the decor- 
ation was personally handed to General 
Von Waldersee by the emperor, who ad- 
dressed him in the most cordial manner. 
In his speech to the officers assembled in 
front of the arsenal yesterday, the em- 
peror impressed upon them the desirability 
of their observing the greatest economy 
in the matter of their expenditures. His 
majesty highly praised the Japanese who, 
he said, have for many years been slowly 
making preparations for action, and were 
now showing great’*endurance and military 
enthusiasm. 

General von Werder, who was absent 
from the gathering, has tendered his resig- 
nation to the emperor. The Amazinger says 
that Prince Hohenlohe accepted the chan- 
cellorship upon the condition that he was 
to retain it_only until the passage of the 
anti-revolutf6n and tax reform bills, when 
he should be relieved, his successor having 
already been agreéd tpon ‘by the kaiser 
and Prince Hohenlohe, ft ts generaliy be- 
lieved that the succeeding chancellor will 
be General Waldersee. 


LAW AND APPARITION. 


A Bohemian Peasants Little Say Is 
the Cause of a Serious Riot. 

Prague, Januayy 2.—A (peasant ifiving 
near Braunau, Bohemia, recently declared 
that he had seen an apparition of the 
Holy Virgin in the Dorengrund forest. 
His story was believed generally outside 
the town and hundreds went daily to the 
spot where the virgin was said to appear. 
Today several thousand persons made the 
pilgrimage. They were met in the forest 
by a crowd of scoffers, who ridiculed the 
story and eventually provoked the pilgrims 
to violence. A riot followed. Gend’armes 
sent out from Braunau were unable to re- 
store peace. After several charges they 
fired into the throng. Although ‘fifteen 
men were wounded, the two mobs contin- 
ued fighting. Several hundred turned on 
the gend’armes and drove them from ‘the 
forest. Troops have, been ordered out to 
disperse the rioters.

It is 
said that the governor of Ezerein recently 
summoned conspicuous Armenians to warn 
them of a threatened Khurdish attack and 
to advise them that they must prepare 
to defend themselves, as he could do noth- 
ing for them. The Armenians tried to 
obtain arms as he! adviged, but found great 
difficulty in getting them. The attack was 
made; the résult is not known. Turkish 
Officials are said to be confiscating letters 
right agd left, hence it is hardly possible 
to get unbiased accounts of events in Asia 
Minor. It was announced Officially in Con- 
stantinople today that acting upon infor- 
mation from an American priest the au- 
thorities in Mousha seized a lot of revolu- 
tionary literature.

PACKERS ALARMED.

Chicago, January 2.—The packers and 
shippers of cattle and dressed beef for ex- 
port in this city were much alarmed today 
to read of the latest embargo action of the 
European authorities, the closing of Ant- 
werp to American beef. They were indig- 
nant, and determined to protest against 
the embargo as an outrage as well as a 
vital’ blow at the cattle-raising indusiry 
of the country.

The letter mentions that Con- 
gressman Wilson has introduced d bill to 
repeal the discriminating duty om bounty 
Sugar and that the remedial measure will 
probably be considered immediately after 
the recess. 

Nelson Morris, the only Chicago packer 
who ships to the continent, said there was 
no question but that the embargoes were 
intended for retaliatory purposes only and 
that the restrictions of the French govern- 
ment meant practically prohibition.

The Postmaster General Issues an Im- 
portant Notice. 

Washington, January 2.—First Assistant 
Postmaster Jones has issued an important 
notice to postmasters at free delivery of- 
fices which directly concerns carriers. 
Among the specifications of the order is 
one prohibiting carriers from remaining at 
their desks or in the working room of the 
office during any interval or “swing” be- 
tween trips or during the dinner interval.

The Gold Reserve Goes . Down to 
Kighty-Four Million. 

Washington; January 2.—The withdrawals 
of gold from the New York subtreasury to- 
day for shipment to Europe aggregated 
$1,600,000. 

This reduces the gold reserve in the treas- 
ury to $84,000,000 in round numbers. The 
debt statement issued this afternoon shows 
a net increage in the public debt less cash 
in the treasury during December, 18M, of 
$31,320,776. The interest-bearing debt increas- 
ed $40,201,700; non-interest-bearing debt in- 
creased $125,650, and the cash in the treasury 
increased $8,809,974. S 

The balances of the several classes of 
debt at the close of business December 31st, 
were: Interest-bearing debt, $679,168,130; debt 
on which interest has ceased since maturi- 
ty, $1,825,800; debt bearing no interest, $383,- 
247,345; total, 1,004,241.275. 

The treasury notes offset by an equal 
amount of cash in the treasury outstanding 
at the end of the month were: $590, 134,104, 
a decrease of $16,136,739. 

The total cash in the treasury was $782,- 
754,289. The gold reserve was $86,244,445. 

Net cash balance, $67,093,135. In the month 
thére was a decrease in gold coin and bars 
of $24,744,114. The total at the close being 


$139,606,354. Of silver there was a decrease | 
of $767,001. Of the surplus, there was in na- | 


tional bank depositories $16,197,619, against 
$16,729,433 at the end of the preceding month.

A PIGTURE AS HE WAS IN THE SENATE 


He Could Sit in Hig Chair, but Others 
Prepared His Rulings for Him—Some- 
times He Read the Wrong One.

Were Morton wrapped in the _ se- 
cluded pomp of ‘Rhine Cliffe he would 
present a different case, Physically Mor- 
ton has long been a sick man. His malady 
is given by the attendant scientists of med- 
icine the name of senile gangrene. In def- 
erence to the threats and ravages of this 
disorder Morton made the pilgrimage to 
Paris last summer and gave himself to the 
knives of those surgical high priests who 
have their altars in those places. Morton 
surrendered a quartet of toes to the mal- 
ady and the end is not yet. All he receiv- 
ed was a respite. It would call for an ex- 
pert to say whether any relationship sub- 
sists between the man’s mental degeneracy 
and that physical deterioration set forth 
above But whether one is the 
sympathetic attendant of the oth- 
er or no, the blank vacuous 
fact rermains that menta!’y Morton is as a 
babbling child. 

Physically he is under 
of the doctors; mentally under the 
control of the hypnotic Platt. Intellectually 
Morton is a waste, a sand-biown desert, 
where every passing thought stumbles and 
falls to perish for lack of sustenance. This 
is nothing new. All of Washington has 
known it these five years last past. He 
tottered mentally as president of the sen- 
ate in his senate chair. As a rule no vio- 
lent, hard questions are propounded to be 
gaveled at in the senate. Therefore, it 
might befall when the senate trade winds 
were prevailing that Morton would sail on 
for peaceful, untried weeks, and mever be 
called on for any sublimer effort than to 
sit in his chair. This fardel ‘he bore only 
for a brief hour, and then .decently gave 
way to the president pro. tem, while Mor- 
ton recouped on a lounge in the vice presi- 
aent’s roor:.

“ON TO PEKING.” 


Danger Threatens the Peace Negotia- 
tions and War May Be Renewed. 


Washington, January 2.—Danger threat- 
ens the peace negotiations between China 
and Japan, and from present indications 
it is exceedingly probable that hostilities 
may be renewed with even greater vigor 
and the cry “On to Peking’’ once more be- 
come the slogan of the Japanese forces. 
Despite a prevailing belief to the contrary, 
it is not unlikely that the Japanese gov- 
ernment will decline to make a further 
postponement of the actual commencement 
of the negotiations in order to await the 
arrival of Mr. John W. Foster, the Chinese 
advisory counsel, and it is improbable that 
arrangements for the settlement of the 
dispute will haye been completed before 
Mr. Foster reaches Hiroshoma, where the 
representatives of- both the warring pow- 
ers are. Mr. Fester will sail from Van- 
ecouver on January 6th, providing he is 
not snow bound, and is due in Yokohama 
January 19th or 20th. Two days will give 
him ample time to reach Hiroshoma, so 
that the Chinese cannot ask for a post- 
ponement after the 22d instant. 

The two Chinese ambassadors of peace 
are due in Shanghai on January 6th, and 
expect to reach Hiroshoma on the 9th in- 
stant, and the probabilities are that they 
will be asked td begin the negotiations 
without delay. The danger that threatens 
the settlement, which has seemed such a 
certainty, will arse at this point, for the 
Japanese government will refuse, without 
doubt, to agree te any temporizing on the 
plea that Mr. Foster has not arrived, and 
that the Chinesefambassadors cannot pro- 
ceed without his assistance. It may be 
stated with séme degree of positiveness 
that’ a direct declination by the Chinese 
ambassadors to begin the negotiations 
until Mr. Foster reaches Hiroshoma will 
‘result in positive disagreement and the 
breaking off of the overtures, which will 
put the possibilities of peace farther away 
than ever, and cause the Japanese forces 
to push their way with greater vigor to- 
ward the Chinese capitol. In that event 
nothing short of the fall of Peking is like- 
ly to put an end to hostilities. It has been 
known. for sometime that the Japanese 
government is suspicious of the good faith 
of their enemies in the overtures for a sus- 
pension of the war. First came the Det- 
ring affair, in which Mr. Detring was sent 
to Japan ostensibly for the purpose of 
making terms of peace, but really armed 
only with ‘‘a letter from the Chinese court,” 
to use his own expression, directing him to 
make “inquiry’’ into the prospects for a 
settlement. When Mr. Detring’s mission 
failed, the overtures on which the present 
negotiations are based were made by China 
to Japan, through Mr, Denby, the American 
minister at Peking, and Mr. Dun, the 
American minister at TokidO. Japan ex- 
pressed a willingness to treat with China 
if the present government would send an 
ambassador, duly at¢credited and armed 
with full power to negotiate a peace treaty. 
To this the ChineSe government sent an- 


swer that it could hardly agree to such a 
proposition until it Knew the basis on 
which the Japanese wished the arrange- 
ment for peace to be made. Already in- 
clined to look with suspicion upon the Chi- 
nese professions of gopd faith, the Japanese 
government found in this answer ample 
confirmation of its belief that the Chinese 
government was attempting to ascertain 


' what their enemies would seek to exact 


from them as indemnity in order to be pre- 
pared with arguments to secure a modifica- 
tion, and it was for this reason that Vis- 
count Mutsu, the Japanese minister of for- 
eign affairs, declined to have further deal- 
ing with Peking on the subject until the 
present ambassador was appointed. After 
some delay, China appointed not one but 
two envoys, and it was thought that the 
negotiations. would begin In a very short 
time. But a few days ago the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Foster was announced, as 
counsel to the Chintse ambassadors, and 
it is believed that the Chinese envoys will 
ask Viscount Mutsu'to suspend the com- 
mencement of actual negotiations until Mr. 
loster has arrived af the place of meeting. 
The Japanese peate commissioners are 
not likely to give afy formal recognition 
to Mr. Foster. He will certainly not be al- 
lowed to attend the gttings of the commis- 
sion, provided he arrives at Hiroshoma be- 
fore its business is concluded, and if fre- 
quent requests for adjournment are made 
by the two Chinésge envoys in order that 
they may consult with him, the Japanese 
commissioners wlil probably refuse to pro- 
ceed further unless these requests cease. 


Loeking After Their Interests. 


Vienna, January 2,;—The Politische Cor. 
respondenz, which publishes official news 
from every capital in Europe, has this 
paragraph today: 

“The French, English and Russian min- 
isters at Tokio have been instructed to 
keep themselves closely informed of the 
daily course of the negotiations between 
China and Japan. These three powers 
cannot permit their interests to Be vio- 
lated nor allow European influence to be‘ 
elbowed our of eastern Asia so Japan 
may monopolize Chinese trade. Their 
squadrons in eastern waters are sufficiently 
strong to give effect to their wishes and 
those of the United States.” 


They Wamut Guns and Money. 


London, January 3—The Central News 
correspondent in Shanghai telegraph:s “The 
Chinese government continues its negotia- 
tions here with Europeans for the money 
and the munitions of war. Maxim Norden- 
felt and Krupp have been ged for 
arms but the results are not own.”

FIGHTING AT SANTA ANA. 


Government Troops Lay Down Their 
Arms and Leaye Brazil. 

New York, January 2.—A Montevideo 
special says: ‘“News from Brazil says there 
has been severe fighting at Santa Ana, and 
that the last of the government troops in 
that section have been driven off and have 
laid down their arms and crossed into Uru- 
guay. Another government force near 
Cruzalta. has disbanded and gone to Para- 
guay, where the men sold their arms to the 
rierchants. Lampeo, who had fortified Va- 
cerias with a large force, was obliged to re- 
treat, leaving everything in the hands of 
the rebels, who are now marching on Porto 
Alegre. . 


THEY GOT EXCITED, 


And the “You Lie” Very Near Result- 
ed in Bloodshed. 


Sofia, January 2.—A scene of great excite- 
ment occurred during today’s session of the 
sobranje and bloodshed was narrowly avert- 
ed. An opposition deputy accused Premier 
Stoiloff of having diverted a portion of the 
funds which had beea set apart for the 
suppression of brigandage to the subven- 
tion of political speeches, whereupon M. 
Stoiliff sprang to his feet and exclaimed in 
a voice harsh with passion: “You lie.” This 
exclamation immediately created a roar 
along the Opposition side of the chambé®r 
and the president ordered the expulsion of 
the member who made the remark. The 
ushers endeavored to eject the offender, 
but the deputies of the opposition attacked 
them with their fists and drove the ushers 
from the hall. Several of them were knock- 
ed down and badly beaten. During the me- 
lee several deputies drew revolvers, but they 
were disarmed before they were able to use 
their weapons. The opposition members who 
were at the disadvantage of being numeri- 
cally the weaker party, finally withdrew 
from the chamber after loudly hurling 
accusations of injustice at the president. 


WALDERSEE DECORATED. 


It Was Handed to Him Personally by 
the Emperor. 

Berlin, January 2.—The decoration of 
Count von Waldersee with the order of the 
Black Eagle, has been officially gazetted. 
The North German Gazette Says the decor- 
ation was personally handed to General 
Von Waldersee by the emperor, who ad- 
dressed him in the most cordial manner. 
In his speech to the officers assembled in 
front of the arsenal yesterday, the em- 
peror impressed upon them the desirability 
of their observing the greatest economy 
in the matter of their expenditures. His 
majesty highly praised the Japanese who, 
he said, have for many years been slowly 
making preparations for action, and were 
now showing great*endurance and military 
enthusiasm. 

General von Werder, who was absent 
from the gathering, has tendered his resig- 
nation to the emperor. The Amazinger says 
that Prince Hohenlohe accepted the chan- 
cellorship upon the condition that he was 
to retain it_only until the passage of the 
anti-revolutfn and tax reform bills, when 
he should be relieved, his successor having 
already been agreéd tpon ‘by the kaiser 
and Prince Hohenlohe: ft is generaliy be- 
lieved that the succeeding chancellor will 
be General Waldersee. 


LAW AND APPARITION. 


A Bohemian Peasants Little Say Is 
the Cause of a Serious Riot. 

Prague, Januasy 2.—A (peasant diving 
near Braunau, Bohemia, recently declared 
that he had seen an apparition of the 
Holy Virgin in the Dorengrund forest. 
His story was believed generally outside 
the town and hundreds went daily to the 
spot where the virgin was said to appear. 
Today several thousand persons made the 
pilgrimage. They were met in the forest 
by a crowd of scoffers, who ridiculed the 
story and eventually provoked the pilgrims 
to violence. A riot followed. Gend’armes 
sent out from Braunau were unable to re- 
store peace. After several charges they 
fired into the throng. Although ‘fifteen 
men were wounded, the two mobs contin- 
ued fighting. Several hundred turned on 
the gend’armes and drove them from the 
forest. ‘Troops have, been ordered out to 
disperse the rioters.

The Governor of Batlis Assassinated. 
A Letter Confiscated. 

London, January 2:—The Morning Post 
hears from Vienna that Ahein Pasha, 
governor of Bitlis, has been assassinated 
by an Armenian, who committed suicide 
before he could be arrested. Letters say 
that Armenians are desperate and ready 
for almost any kind of violence. It is 
said that the governor of Ezerein recently 
summoned conspicuous Armenians to warn 
them of a threatened Khurdish attack and 
to advise them that they must prepare 
to defend themselves, as he could do noth- 
ing for them. The Armenians tried to 
obtain arms as he adviged, but found great 
difficulty in getting them. The attack was 
made; the résult is not known. Turkish 
officials are said to be confiscating letters 
right and left, hence it is hardly possible 
to get unbiased accounts of events in Asia 
Minor. It was announced Officially in Con- 
stantinople today that acting upon infor- 
mation from an American priest the au- 
thorities in Mousha seized a lot of revolu. 
tionary literature.

HIS BONOSMEN ARE MACON MEN 


It Seems That He Made a Large Haul in 
the Last Days ot His Postmaster- 
ship at Valdosta. 


Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution yesterday recorded the arrest 
in New Orleans of ex-Postmaster Holt, of 
Valdosta, charged with embezzling the sum 
of $2,200 while in charge of the postoffice at 
Valdosta. Holt formerly lived in Macon, 
where he has a large circle of relatives. 
Ab Holt is a genial, whole-souled fellow 
and has a host of friends who deeply re- 
gret his troubles and they do not believe 
that he is guilty of,any wrong. According 
to the information furnished The Constitu- 
tion, the entire occurrence seems strange 
and mysterious and a recital will be read 
with interest. At the time of Holt’s ap- 
pointment as postmaster at Valdosta, about 
three years ago, he was one of the most 


popular and efficient engineers in the ser--: 


vice of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad: His run was from Valdosta to 
Palatka, and he received about $1,800 per 
yedr. He gave up this position against the 
advice of some of his best friends to ac- 
cept .the postmastership at a salary of 
$2,000 per annum, out of which he had to 
pay for office help, so really, the position 
of engineer was financially the more re- 
munerative of the two. Mr. Holt, though 
a strong democrat, was appointed post- 


hrough the influence of Captain W. W. 
Brown, the republican ex-postmaster of 
Macon, and who was the warm personal 
friend of Holt. 

Holt's Bondsmen. 

The, following Macon gentiemen were the 
bondsmen of Postmaster Holt: W. W. 
Brown, William G. Solomon, Marion Erwin 
W. F. Fleetwood and J. F. Harrison. 

When these gentlemen became  bonds- 
men for Holt it was understood 
that Holt would secure them by 
a guarantee company bond, but from 
some cause this bond was never given. 
the matter not having been the special

It is thought by some that even if Holt 
has embezzled the $2,200, us charged, his 
bondsmen cannot .be held liable, for Holt 
was given a clear receipt and his bondsmen 
notified that his books and accounts Were 
O. K. when he retired as postmaster in 
last April or May, so The Con$titution has 
been informed. 
Rather Mysterious. 

The Constitution is further informed that 
Inspector Bulla has stated in Macon to 
parties that when he examined ’cstmaster 
Holt’s accounts in last. April or May, when 
Holt was retiring from the office, that he 
found a discrepancy of $550. Holt ex- 
pressed surprise at this, and his complete 
ignorance of how the shortage occurred. 
The inspector said that Holt went out of 
the office to borrow the money and suc- 
ceeded in making the:loan of parties in 
Valdosta, and he returned and paid the 
amount. A clean receipt was given Holt. 
It is now rather mysterious after the lapse 
of about eight months that Holt should be 
arrested. After retiring from the Valdosta 
office Holt came to Macon and spent about 
seven weeks here. In September he went 
to Memphis, where he was taken sick, and 
remained in bed several weeks. 
Holt’s bondsmen were presented with a 
draft, drawn by the authorities at Wash- 
ington, through Postmaster Pendleton, at 
" fax payment, for.tunds. Holt was 
while post- 
master at Valdosta. The draft was for 
about $1,700, payable in ten days. This was 
an eye-opener to the bondsmen, and the 
first they knew of anything being wrong. 
“ahey paid no attention to the draft. Then 
came a draft for a larger amount, payable 
in thirty days. This was not paid. The 
Constitution is informed that four drafts 
were drawn on the bondsmen, ranging from 
$1,700 to $2,200. This would indicate that 
the authorities at Washington didn’t reauy 
know how much, if anything, was due the 
government by Hvlt. In Uctober, if The 
Constitution is not misinformed, a warrant 
Was sworn out in the United States court 
at Macon, and in response to a telegram 
from Marshal Leverett, .Inspector Bulla, of 
Chattanooga, came to Macon. Holt, who 
was then in Memphis, sick, was written to 
about the warrant having been sworn out, 
and he replied that he didn’t fear the con- 
sequences, and his address could be given 
‘to the world, but he was not financially 
able to return to Macon, and the authori- 
ties could come for him, if they desired 
him. The warrant was pigeon-holed, and 
the matter was dropped temporarily, so it 
seems.

But he 
remained in Macon seven weeks after leav- 
ing Valdosta, and was daily seen on the 
streets, and then went to Memphis and 
remained some time, as was well known. 
if Holt’s accounts are really wrong, his 
friends say it is due entirely to his igno- 
rance of bookkeeping and office work. He 
had been accustomed only to running a 
locomotive and knew practically nothing of 
accounts, etc. No one who knows him wiil 
believe him guilty of intentional wrong, 
and all hope he will safely emerge from his

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WILL WITHDRAW THE CONSTABLES 
Governor Evaus Promises to Make a 
Conciliating Move. 

Columbia, S. C., January 2.—(Special.)— 
Governor Evans stated today that he in- 
tended very soon to withdraw the dispen- 
sary constables from the towns. 

“Then, .said the governor, “it will be for 
the municipal police -to break up the blind 
tigers and the responsibility will be left 
to the towns themselves. : 

“In the event of any town failing to en- 
force the law the governor intimated that 
he would apply the metropolitan police act 
at once, and that every town was expected 
to pass an ordinance against blind tigers, 
with instruction to policemen to enforce 
it within the next thirty days. It is be- 
lieved that in one or two towns, -at least, 
such an ordinance will not be passed and 
that in these cases the governor will cer- 
tainly resort to the means which this act 
gives him to suppress dispensary violations. 

The governor further stated that he 
would reduce the constabulary force from 
eighty men to about thirty-five, and that 
those retained would be sent to the 
country for duty. 

Most of them would be stationed, he said, 
in border counties. Several prohibition 
counties of North Carolina adjoin South 
Carolina, and the moonshiners crossing 
the line are to be watched by the con- 
stables. Nearly all of the important towns 
have already taken steps to crush blind 
tigers and the withdrawal of the con- 
stables is not expectéd to have any im'medi- 
ate effect on them.

A Husband Sees His Wife Strack by 
a Passenger Train.

MOVES UP 24 MINUTES. 


Savannah Will Once More Try To Live 
by Standard Time. 

Savannah, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—The 
city council tonight decided to- adopt joth 
meridian time, which is 24 minutes faster 
at this point than sun time. The latter has 
been the official city time hére always with 
the exception of two months, during which 
90th meridian standard was used, but was 
found impracticable on account of the late- 
ness of all business. Railroad time here is 
9th meridian time, or just an hour later 
than the official time adopted tonight. ‘The 
change goes into effect Monday at noon. 
It is believed that it will prove generally 
satisfactory. There are many objections to 
9th meridian time which are not found 
with the 75th meridian standard in other 
cities where it has been tried with success. 
Almost the entire city, with the exception 
of the railroad interests, were in favor of 
the change. The railroads, of course, want- 
ed 90th meridian standard time. 

Long Time Between Drinks for Sa- 
vannahiangs. 

The council also passed an ordinance re- 
quiring all the saloons in the city to close 
between the hours of 12 o’clock and 5 in 
the morning. There has been much opposi- 
tion to this on the part of the saloon men, 
but the better element in the city has ggi- 
tated teh question and it was decided to 
give the matter a trial. 


BURNT TO A CRISP. 


The Bodies,of Three Women Mognd 
After the Fire Was Extinguished. 
New York, January 2.—Three lives were 

sacrificed this afternoon at No. 25 Pitt 
street. The victims were Lena Lehan, 
twenty-five years of age, and her two sis- 
ters. The fact tha¢ the lives wefe lost in 
the fire was not discovered unfil some time 
after it was extinguished, when the firemen 
found the three bodies, burned to a crisp, 
lying beneath a heap of debris in the turn 
of a stairway, on the third floor. The wo- 
man lived on the fifth floor and was try- 
ing to escape to the street when she and 
her sisters perished in the flames. Their 
lives would have veen saved had the panic- 
stricken woman remained’ in her apart- 
ments, as help promptly arrived.

Cotton Planters Scale the Wages of 
Their Laborers. 

Meridian, Miss., January 2.—The cotton 
planters of the Yazoo, delta have just con. 
cluded a convention at Nitayutna, at which 
steps were taken to fix the scale of wages 
for cotton hands all over the cotton states. 
Resolutiong were passed fixing the pay of 
the best male labor at 50 cents per day and 
the best class of female labor at 40 cents 
per day. Not more than $7 per month with 
rations will be paid the best labor, and 
crops should be laid by at a maximum ex- 
penditure of $3.50 per acre. Clubs will at 
once be formed throughout the state, hav- 
ing for their motto the reduction of wages.

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Law and Order in Murray. 

The movement in Murray county in 
behalf of lagv and order is a symptoin al- 
together .wholesome and promising. It 
is clearly within the power of the rep- 
resentative people of that county and 
section to put an end to the manifesta- 
tions of lawlessness that have attracted 
the attention of the eountry, and it has 
now become evident that they intend 
to exercise that power to tbe fullest 
extent. . 

The spirit displayed at the law and 

order mass mecting held in Spring Place 
and fully reported in yesterday's Con- 
stitution, shows that the people of ‘fur- 
ray have aroused themselves to rhe ne- 
cessity of promptly suppressing ail such 
manifestations as are calculated to dis- 
turb the peace of that section. 
* There can be no doubt that the root 
of all ‘the trouble in Murray and in 
other counties is the vicious excise law, 
which was conceived by legislative 
tyrants and is carried out according to 
the most .approved Russian methods, 
This vicious and un-American system 
has been placed on the country by the 
republicans, and circumstances which 
we need not recount have made it a 
fixture... The Constitution has opposed 
the system and still opposes. it, bcliey- 
ing that some form of taxation more 
in accord with justice, with the priuci- 
ples of democracy, and with tle rights 
and liberties of the people should be 
substituted. We think that the demo- 
cratic party has made a serious mistake 
in giving even a tacit approyal to the 
excise tax and the methods employed 
to collect it. | 

Nevertheless, it must be clear even 
to the most ignorant person that a bad 
law cannot be got rid of by persistently 
violating it. 
such means. The hardships it involves 
must be endured until a justice-loving 
people come to see and feel that sucha 
law is not in tune with the principles 
on which the republic is based. 

The results of peace and cood order 
are more important to every community 
and to every section than tie fugitive 
profits to be found in-evasions of the 
law. While it is as trne now, as it has 
been since the existence of political so- 


. Ciety, that laws obnoxious to the peo- 


ple’s sense of justice are difficult to ex- 
ecute, it is also true that the sad ex- 
‘perience of those who have tried to 
evade our Russian extise system, has 
shown’ that these attempted evasions 
have led to wrongs, outrages and untold 
hardships—to complications and entan- 
glements without number. 

Therefore, the law being a fixture, at 
least for a seusonu, the true remedy for 
the troubles\which it has bred is to 
obey it. We Know of no other remedy. 
While men may be thus deprived of a 
market for their surplus fruit and grain, 
the handships to which this deprivation 
gives rise are not so serious nor so 
difficult to endure as those which follow 
the. attempts io evade the law, 

Those who execute the law, have, by 


- precedent, come to regard its violators 


us felons, and this breeds a spirit of re- 
taliatiop. This is the fault of the law, 
but the injustice of it would not be felt 
if there were no evasions or attempts 
aut evasion. The law breeds spies and 
informers, and out of the system grow 
bloody feuds and vendettas,.and the long 
list of crimes that bring communities 
into ill repute. 

As we cannot get rid of the law, it be- 
comes the duty of every community 
where evasions oceur to bring Ilecal 
public opinion to bear on the offenders, 


-to the erd that peace aud good erder 


nay be maintained. For this reason 
we are glad to sce that the good people 
of Murray county Lave taken hold of 
the matter in earnest. We judge from 
the tenor of the resolutions adopted by 
the mass meeting at Spring Place that 
public opinion iu that section will at 
opce put an end to the aftermath of 
crime that follows attempted evasions 
of the excise law. The istiuence of 
this mass mecting will reacn further 
than Murray county, but we trust that 
ether communities that have been made 
the victims of foolish attempis to evade 
the law will follow Murray's: example.

The m@re outline of such a 
career should encourage and stimulate 
those who complain that they are ham- 
pered by circumstances, If Defoe could 
do what he did, cannot the average man 
of pluck, energy and determination ac- 
complish at least one-fourth as much? 


The Price of Oil, 

A very interesting circular which has 
just fallen into our hands throws sume 
unexpected light upon the Texas arti- 
trust law, and the activity of Governors 
Hogg and Mitchell in taking steps to 
secure the arrest of Mr. Flagler, of the 
Standard Oil Company, and his partuers. 

This circular is from Mr. George Rice, 
of Marietta, ©., proprietor of the Ohio 
oil works. In it Mr: Rice says that he 
encloses several copies of the ‘Texas 
anti-trust law, under which recently, ar 
Waco, several Standard Oil officials were 
indicted. Mr. Rice goes on to say that 
Texas can also bring a civil action 
against the company and enjoin it from 
doing bifsiness in that state, and will 
rrobably do so. He writes in a jubilant 
tone, and urges the passage of a aimilat 
law ‘n other states. He says: 

You will note that it is an offense to 
either raise or lower the price of commo- 
dities to prevent competition. Lowering 
prices is the usual method of the Standard 
trust to drive out competition, and that 
being accomplished. up go prices higher 
than ever, the consumer paying the cost 
of the victory for the trust and his com- 
mercial downfall. Prices have been cut to 
one cent per gallon, and oil even given 
away, to kijl competition. 

All examination of the Texas ant- 
trust law shows ihat it makes it a penal 
offense for any numler of persons to 
organize a trust and do business in that 
state, and among the acts which cunsti- 
tute a trust we fied that “to increase or 
reduge the price of merchandise, produce 
or commodities” is pointed out and pro- 
hibited. 

Now, We are getting very close to the 
animus of the movement against the 
Standard Oil Company. That corpora- 
tion lias gradually reduced‘ the price of 
oil until it has come down from 40 cents 
to less than 10 cents a gallon. This re- 
duction is a blessing to millions of con- 
sumers, and saves them money which 
they use in purchasing other necessaries 
of life. For cheapening an article in 
general use, and placing it within the 
reach of the poorest, the Standard Oil 
Company is abused as bitterly by a few 
interested persons as it would have been 
by the masses if it had raised prices to 
an extortionate figure. 

What does all this mean? The circular 
advocating the Texas anti-trust law is 
Signed by George Lice, proprietor of 
the Ohio oil works. Here is a pointer. 
Mr. Rice has oil to sell. He wants to 
get a big price for it, and naturdlly he 
would like to get rid’ of his low-priced 
competitor. So he goes to work urging 
the state legislatures to adopt the Texas 
law, and make it a crime for a corpora- 
tion ‘to reduce” or increase the prices 
of its goods. Enforce that law in Texas, 
and drive out the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, and what will be the result? Sim- 
ply this: Mr. George Rice would step 
in with his oil and sell it for double or 
perhaps quadruple the price charged by 
his late competitor. : 

This would be yery fine for Mr. Rice, 
but how would the people of Texas like 
to foot the extra bill? 

If a corporation systematically en- 
gaged in raising the price of a commod- 
ity we could understand an organized 
revolt against it, but when it gradually 
lowers the price of its goods, year after 
year, as the Standard Oil Company has 
done, thus materially benefiting the 
the people, it seems ridiculous and un- 
wise to prevent it from putting the price 
of its commodity as low as possible, 
when it is plain that the suppression: of 
the low-priced corporation would give 
higher prices the control of the situation. 
Mr. Rice has a perfect right to enter the 
Texas field, or to sell in any other state. 
Why does he not do it? 

In the light of Mr. Rice’s circular it 
is impossible to resist the conviction that 
Governor Hogg, of ‘Texas, and Governor 
Mitchell, of Florida, have allowed them- 
selves to play into the hands of other 
oil companies, in their efforts to suppress 
the Standard. That these officials have 
inade a mistake is tolerably certain, and 
the best thing they can do is to drop 
the matter. Mr. Flagler and his asso- 
ciates at least give the people cheap oil. 
When they become extortionate then is 
the time for requisitions and legal pro- 
ceedings, and no newspaper in the 
country would be more active in urging 
vigorous proceedings than The Constitu- 
tion. 

As it now stands Mr. Flagler is 
charged with reducing the price of oil. 


, How Is This? :

Crime North and South. 

Taking the Brooks county affair for 
its text, The Boston Herald reads the 
south a severe lecture, and puts us upon 
notice that our lawlessness must .:ense 
if we desire to stand well:with the rest 
of the civilized world, 

This is all right, so far as it goes, but 
it does not go far enough. Lawlessness 
should cease, not only in the south, but 
in every section. We have too many 
crimes of violence in the south, but this 
is also true of the east and the west. As 
a matter of fact, there is no more crime 
in the south in proportion to population 
than there is in the north. When there 
is trouble between a few blacks and 
whites here the northern papers call it 
a race war, whereas it may be only a 
murderous fracas, Nor is the law pow- 
erless in this section, as the following 
from The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
will prove: ) 

We have only to study the different fig- 
ures to see that the number of white con- 
victs, prisoners, etc., in the several peni- 
terftiaries, jails, etc., to each 100,000° of 
population is as follows:

According tuo this showing. there is 
oO per cent less erfme among southern 
Whites than in the rest of the country,

It is proper to confine these statistics 
to the whites, because the black race is 
exceptional in its lawlessness, and the 
east and the west are comparitively 
free from this element of population. 

In reply to these facts some of the 
northern papers charge that too many 
crimes go unpunished in the south. We 
challenge a comparison of our codes and 
court records. Our penalties are noto- 
riouslly more severe than they are else- 
where, and whether the crime be mur- 
der, rape, embezzlement, larceny, gamb- 
ling, or the carrying of -conceuled 
weapons, our officials are eager to pros- 
ecute, and our juries are not tender- 
hearted when the evidence justifies a 
conviction, 

The only drawback of justice in the 
south is the law’s delay, and we are’ 
trving to remedy that as fast as possi- 
ble. We feel confident that these state- 
ments will be sustained by the northern- 
ers who have resided bere for any Cun- 
siderable period, say. ten or ‘twenty 
years, 


Beginning to See It. 


Mr. W. B. Mitchell, a Vanker, of 
Chattanooga, has recently beea giving 
scme advice to his prortheasterii: brethren. 
He says:

That is sound counsel, and we would go so 
far as to say that if the New York bankers 
persist in their present course of gold-grab- 
bing they will wreck the gold standard in 
spite of ail the government can do. This 
is at last coming to be recognized even in 
Wall street, and we find The Journal of 
Commerce hinting very strongly in the same 
directicn. It says that the banks, and not 
the people, are the ones who are making the 

iscriminations in money, through which it 
has come about that no gold is now paid in 
for customs taxes, and it declares that the 
inatter deserves more serious -cousidera- 
tion than has yet been giver. 

We should suppose that ordinary con- 
sideration of scif-interest would lead the 
metropolitan bankers to a different policy. 
Presumably they would like to see this 
agitation cease, confidence restored, the ex- 
pansion of business operations accelerated 
and the consequent demand in the money 
market hightened. But they alone etand in 
the way of such results. By meeting the 
foreign gold drain themselves and paying 
out gold freely, they could uissipate this fog 
of renewed distrust and ‘apprehension in a 
moment. On the other hand, by continuing 
to build up their own gold reserves at the 
expense of the national treasury, and 80 
forcing two or three more government bond 
issues, they can work up a inomentary situ- 
ation so panicky as to leaa inevitably to a 
fali to the silver basis.

The eastern banks, headed by those of | 
Wall street, raided the treasury reserve 
in the first place to compel the uncon- 
ditional repea} of ,the Sherman act, 
thereby putting an end to further addi- 
tions to the currency supply. These 
raids created distrust abroad, and 
caused foreign holders of American se- 
curities to unload them on the New 
York market. The inevitable decline of. 
these securities. caused a further unload- 
ing, and a still further decline. The ex- 
port of gold followfng these operations 
gave a keen edge to distrust, caused a 
further decline of prices, until now the 
returns we receive for our gr staple 
commodities are not large enough to pay 
the interest on the securities still held 
in Europe. Consequently gold is going 
abroad again in a steadily increasing 
volume. 

Concurrently with this, the Wall street 
banks are endeavoring to kill two birds. 
with one stone, They want to buy the 
next bond issue at lower rates, and 
they avant to force another issue, not 
only to secure the proiits that fall to 
them in the transaction, but to force the 
retirement of the greenbacks and legal 
tenders. 

What is the remedy for such a mud- 
dle? There is none, so far as we can 
see, short of abolishing the single gold 
standard. If this is not gone by law,- 
it will be done by circumstances, and 
it is partly to meet the exigencies of 
this very event that the banks are grab- 
bing all the gold they can get and hold- 
ing on to it. 

Will a new currency plan remedy the 
muddle? On the ¢ontrary, it will bring 
matters to a crisis, for the demand for 
gold. will fall:on the banks, and the 
banks will refuse to meet it. 

The situation is precisely what the 
Wall street usurers have made it by 
taking advantage of the extreme com- 
placency—to use no stronger word—with 
which Mr. Cleveland has permitted them 
to raid the treasury. There is this jus:

‘The Difference in Weight Between Light-

SALARY OF THE ATTORNEY INCREASED 


Dr. Eli Griffin Applies for the Office 
of County Physician. 


OFFERS HIS SERVICES AT CUT RATES 


There Were Severs! Warm Discussions as 
to Appointing Power — There'll 
Bea Meeting Teday. 


The new board of county commissioners 
was organjzed yesterday morning with the 
officers and committees named in yester- 
day’s Constitution, and the county officers 
to be appointed by the board were as has 
been already printed. 

The features of yesterday’s meeting were 
the abolishing of an office, the increase of 
the county attorney's salary, and the 
unique application of Dr. Eli Griffin for the 
Office of county physician. There was also 
an interesting, discussion between the meni- 

‘bers of the board as to the power that 
should be given to the superintendent of the 
county chainrang and-the chief of the 
county police as to*the appointment of their 
subordinates. 

There were really two board meetings 
yesterday. The members of the old board, 
with the exception of Commissioner Nelms. 
were present and met to sign up the min- 
utes. Their signatures attached, it became 
with them, ex-Commisstoner Collins, ex- 
Commissioner Hunnicutt and ex-Commis- 
sioner Nelms, The new board was then call- 
ed to order by the secretary, Mr. Tyler 
Cooper, and nominations for chuirman were 
announced as in order. As programmed in 
yesterday's paper. Mr. Charles Collier, ex- 
chairman of the old board, was elected to 
serve in the capacity of chairman on the 
new one. Commissioner Joseph Thompsca 
was elected vice chairman. 

Then began the election, or appointment, 
of county officers by the commissioners. 

Commissioner Speiding moved that all 
the county officers to be appointed by the 
county commissioners. receive th» same 


. Salary as they have been heretofore draw- 


ing for their services. 

The motion was put, but before a vote 
was taken, Commissioner Adair offered an 
amendment to the effect that the salary 
of the county attorney be excep'‘ed in this 
motion. 

“T offer the amendment for but one rea- 
son,”’ said Commissioner Adair. |‘As I under- 
stand it, it has been customary to pay the 
county attorney £500 per year as a salary 
and then to allow him fees in all the cases 
looked after by him. I have inguired into

this and find that these fees run the salary | 


up to from 31,100 to 41,300. It is my opinion 
that we should have a certain salary and 
abolish fees. That is why I offer the amend- 
ment excepting the county attorney's sala- 


“T accept the amendment,”’ said Commis- 
sioner Spalding, 
adopted.” 

It was seconded and carried. Commis- 
sioner Adair then moved that the salary 
of the county attorney be placed at $1,900 
per year, which was carried, 

As to Appointing Power. 


Secretary Cooper stated that the next offi- . 


cer to be appointed was the superintendent 
of public works, a position now occupied by 
T. J. Donaldson, He also informed the 
board that at the meeting last January the 
superintendent was appoirfted witb the 
power to appoint his own overseers. 
Commissioner Spalding moved that T, J. 
Donaldson be appointed superiatendent of 
public works with power to appoint his own 
overseers. ‘ 
Commissioner Brown took a decided stand 
against this. He stated that he was posi- 
tively opposed to such an appointment. He 
thought it was giving too much power to 
the superintendent, and believed that the 
right of appointing should rest in the board. 
He then moved to separate the questions. 
It was discussed at some length and Com. 
ssioner Brown found himself in a very 
Mcided minority. His motion was voted 
down and that of Commissioner Spalding 
prevailed, Commissioner Brown voting for 
Superintendent Donaldson, but explaining 


his position.as to the appointing power. 


Cut Rates in County Physicians, 

Secretary Cooper calléd the county physi- 
cian as the next place to be disposed of. 
Dr. W. L. Gilbert, the present incumbent, 
Wag nominated, but before a vote was tak- 
en Secretary Cooper stated that he had an 
application.

“Dr. Eli Griffin,” replied the secretary.

board and serve the county faithfully for 
the sum of $75 per month.”

Cash Surplus in the Treasury: 
N ows ofthe Library. 


Nvery man, woman and child in Atlanta 
should be proud of the good work of the 
Young Men's Library Association during 
the past year. 

It is the only unendowed institution in the 
United States that is not encumbered with 
a big debt. The library is not only sylvent 
but has a neat cesh surplus in the treasury. 

During the year pas{ the growth of the 
Iibrary has been astOnishing. New sub- 
scribers have been added to the list of mem- 
bers and new books; concerning all the lat- 
est publications, have been put upon the 
shelves. If the year had not been one of 
such depressing failures in the business 
werid there is no telling the extent of pro- 
gress to which the library would have at- 
tained, 

Miss Annie Wallace is in charge of the 
desk and without comparison it is not im- 
proper to observe that a more accomplished 
litrarian is not to be found ih the southern 
states. Miss Wallace keeps herself well 
posted on all subjects pertaining to her 
vork, and ig thoroughly prepared to an- 
swer all questions that relate to books, mag- 
azines and periodicals, 

The office of Hbrarian is not, by any 
means a3 nominal as it was a few years 
ago. The duties of the librarian are ex- 
acting and responsible, and they are every 
day becoming more numerous and complex. 
Miss Wallace has been with the library for 
several years and will, no doubt, occupy 
her position as long as she chooses to re- 
tain it. : 

Next to Miss Wallace, whose personality 
has been a strong factor in the association's 
growth, much credit is due te the good 
work of Mr. 8S. P. Jones, Mr. Jones is the 
assistant secretary and he understands his 
business thoroughly. He is in charge of 
the books of the, association and is fre- 
sponsible for all collections arising from 
dues and’ fines. Mr. Jones is a graduate of 
the University of Georgia and is a young 
man of rare intellect and culture. His 
father, Dr. W. Li. Jones, is one of the 
leading scientific men of the country. Last 
year Mr. Jones made an extensive tour of 
Europe, going as a member of the Barrett 
party. During this trip he collected a lot 
of valuable information, which he has used 
for the benefit of the library. ; 

The membership of the board is composed 
of quite a number of leading and enter- 
prising young men of the city. Mr. George 
R, DeSaussure, the president of the associa- 
tion, is one of the best young financiers in 
Atlanta. Mr. Will Nutting, who is one of 
the insurance lights of the city, fills the 
office of vice president and Mr. Hugene 
Mitchell has been the secretary of the board 
for several years,

Atlanta has undertaken 
many huge enterprises, but Mayor King has 
been called by the people to preside over 
the city during the time of the greatest of 
them all. , | 

The New City Fathers. 

The incoming board if aldermen and coun- 
cil is composed of men that will make able 
co-workers with Mayor King. When the 
first meeting is held here is how the roll 
will be called: 

First Ward—Camp and Mayson; 
ward—Welch and Day; third 
Dodge and Bell; 
and Miller; fifth ward—Welsh and Sims; 
sixth ward—Hurman and Peters; seventh 
ward—Nelms,. 

The board of aldermen will be composed 
of Colvin, Howell, Hirsch, Tolbert, Harral- 
son and Broyles.

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HER FUNERAL YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


Xt Occurred from the First Baptist Church, 
Dr. Hawthrone and Dr. Barnett Offi- 
ciating—Larg? Concoure of Friends. 


A more impressive funeral ceremony was 
pever held in Atlanta than the one which 
occurred at the First Baptist church yester- 
day afternoon over all that was mortal of 
Mrs. William H. Venable; whose sad death 
on New. Year’s morning caused general 
sadness throughout the city. 

The profusion of flowers that obscured the 
pulpit was a rich and fragrant testimonial 
of the high esteem in which Mrs. Venabie 
was held. They. seemed to breathe in the 
gentle perfume of her own life and to sug- 
west the follage of that overflowing garden 
into which her soul had passed triumphant- 
ly. . . 

In spite of the gloomy and oppressive 
weather the large auditorium of the church 
was comfortably filled. Every class and con- 
dition of the city’s population seemed to be 
represented in the vast gathering, and the 
sorrowful expression on their faces seemed 
to indicate, beyond the measure of empty 
words, the profound grief which was felt 
by each one in the congregation. Instead 
of a concourse of friends and acquaintances 
the picture presented was that of a sorrow- 
stricken household in which each member 
, suffered from a grief that was personal and 
overpowering. 

The funeral services were conducted by 
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, the pastor of the 
First Baptist church, and Dr. E. H. Barnett, 
the pastor of the First Presbyterian church. 
Mrs. Venable for a number of years had 
been fconnected with the First Baptist 
ehurch and Dr. Barnett. of the First Pres- 
byterian church, in addition to being a 
warm persona] friend, was the pastor of her 
husband's family. 

It was just a little after 1 o'clock when 
the funeral cortege reached the door of the 
church. The handsome metallic case that 
held the precious dust of the beloved dead 
was borne along the main aisle of the 
church by the following gentlemen: Messrs. 
Ed McCandless, Wellborn Hill, Hugh Me- 
Keldin, Charles D. Hill, R. J. Lowry, Willis 
Westmoreland, Fulton Colville and Charles 
S. Northen. . 

Directly behind the casket followed the 
sorrowing members of the household with 
the relatives and friends who had gathered 
at the residence. The members of the family 
took the segts reserved for them immediate- 
ly in front of the pulpit and the pallbearers 
were given seats directly to the right. As 
soon as all were gathered in the church 
there were only a few vacant seats left. 

After a solemn prelude from the organ a 
selected anthem was sung by the choir. 

Dr. ~ Sar mare then read a number of 
passages from the scripture, after which a 
fervent and tender prayer was offered by 
Dr. Barnett. — 

In his earnest petition Dr. Barnett prayed 
for each member of the bereaved household 
and besought the divine mercy to abide with 
the sorrow-stricken loved ones. He prayed 
for those who still remained in the oid 
family circle; for the brothers and sisters 
of the beloved dead who gathered with her 


about the fireside in \jthe joyous days of 
childhood. The bereased husband and little 
children were ten emembered and the 
voice of the good nian seemed to faiter from 
the intensity of his emotions he. com- 
mended to God's keeging the little mother- 
less ones who had lost their dearest and 
sweetest counselor. The relatives nad 
friends were also included in the fervent 
prayer of Dr. Barrett and during the deliv- 
ery of his beautiful petition it seemed that 
every eye in the assembly was filled with 
tears and that all were touched by the sol- 
emn and impressive words of the devout 
man of God. 

The prayer of Dr. Barnett was followed 
by the singing of one of Mr. Venable's 
favorite hymns by the chotr. 

This was followed in turn by Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s eloquent and impressive sermon. 
He began by saying that life was full of 
realities. The old expression “‘what shad- 
ows we are and what shadows we pursue” 
was entirely false and the man who adhered 
to such a doctrine was not of a sound and 
Vigorous mind. He argued that reason and 
intellect were real and that death itself 
. Was a grim and sorrowful reality. ‘‘Have 
We gathered here today in a dream,’’ said 
he, “or is our grief and tribulation real? 
Read the answer in that sleeping face; 
read it on those silent lips; read in that 
pulseless form that now lies cold before 
us in the chilly grasp of death.’’ Salvation 
through Jesus Christ was another reality, 
and it was Christ himself who declared 
“I am the resurrection and the life,’’ thus 
clearly demonstrating that the resurrection 
from the dead was still another reality. 
Heaven itself was not a mere delusion—a 
dream of the weary home-sick pilgrim, but 
a land of bright realities beyond the vale 
of death. He pictured the bloom and foliage 
of the New Jerusalem and dwelt upon the 
dying visions of those who had caught upon» 
their death-beds a momentary glimpse of 
the celestial paradise. Among the last words 
of Dr. Watt's were these: “I go to sleep ta- 
night in God’s household and it little mat- 
ters. if I wake here or yonder. I belong to 
Him.”’ It was the dying speech of a noble

‘he had never known a woman who was 


more at home in her household of more 
devoted to her husband and children. She 
took a pride in the aspiratfons and ambi- 
tions of the man she loved and his tri- 
umpis always kindled in her heart the keen- 
est gratification. She was his daily inspira- 
tion and much of his growth and usefuiness 
was due the influence which she threw 
around hi She was an ideal mother to 
her children.\ Their wants were known to 
her as only a her can know and appre- 
ciate the wants of her children and she 
taught them in the fullness of parental 
love, guided by a Wise and proper sense 
of duty. She was devoted to her friends 
and was beloved by all who knew her for 
her bright and cheerful disposition and for 
the smiles which she lavished upon them 
in such prodigality. She was given to char- 
ity and countless homes throughout the 
city could testify to the sweet spirit of be- 
nevolence which was one of the crowning 
graces of her character. In conclusion Dr. 
Hawthorne said: “In the presence of such 
a profound sorrow I cannot say to you de 
not weep for tears are natural and ought to 
flow; but I do say weep not as those who 
have no hope. Think of the paradise side 
of sorrow—the peace forever and the song 
of triumph that belongs to her among the 
blooming evergreens. Let us have the Chris- 
tian faith and courage to say with the 
patient sufferer: ‘The Lord gave and the 
Lord taketh away; blessed be the name of 
the Lord.’ ”’ 

A song by the choir and a closing prayer 
by Dr. Hawthorne concluded the impressive 
services and the long, slow march to Oak- 
land cemetery commenced, 

On one of the quiet hills,of that sleeping 
city, surrounded by the tall cedars and 
the neighboring mausoleums that keep a 
silent watch over the still ashes committed 
to their keeping, all that was mortal of 
Mrs. Venable was entrusted to the sod, and 
the sorrowing relatives and friends turned 
wearily away as if much of the sunshine 
and the joy of life had vanished.

He has interviewed scores of prospective 
builders, has made proposition after propo- 
sition and definite results are beginning to 
grow out of his work. There is yet much 
to do, ‘however, before the matter is dis- 
posed of satisfactorily. 

Mr. Adair is now trying to get suitable 
grounds for the sites for one or two hotels 
of considetable size to be built by Mr. 
George W. Parrot. None of the details 
have been decided upon, but in case the 
Suitable sites can be found and secured at 
the proper terms he will erect the hotels. 

It is understood also that Mr. Ve. LL. 
Traynham is to erect one or two good-sized 
hotels near the grounds. He has been fig- 
uring on this, and it was stated at exposi- 
tion headquarters that he had practically 
determined upon the building of at least one 
or two hotel buildings. They will be of 
moderate size. 

Mr. Forrest Adair will continue to devote 
much of his time to the solution of the 
problem. He is determined that the visitors 
to the exposition shall not suffer for lack 
of hotel accommodations. “It is a ques- 
tion that cannot be settled in a day,” -he 
said, when seen yesterday, “but after a few 
days we hope to be able to report some- 
thing definite. At present we are only nego- 
tiating and there's nothing definite to make 
public.”’ 

An Extra Government Building.

Assumes Charge of the Ofice—A. & W. P. 
* Meeting—The “Su 
Limited”—Reailroad Notes. 


The special in yesterday’s Constitution 
from Macon stating that the Macon and 
Northern railroad will probably be disposed 
of in a few days and that the road would 
likely fall into the hands of the Seaboard 
Air-Line, caused considerable comment in 
Atianta railroad circles yesterday. 

Rumors to the effect that the Seaboard 
would purchase the Macon and Northern 
/ and establish a new route to Florida from 
* the east, have been afluat some timeg but 
couid never be traced to a reliable source. 

The acquisition of the property by the 
Seaboard would be looked upon as a ten 
strike for the latter road, and if the deal 
is finally made considerable change in the 
railroad situation in Georgia would be the 
rervit. 

General Manager Winder, Superintendent 
McBee and other Atlanta officials of the 
Scabeard have been out of the city a week 
or more in conference with President Hoff- 
man, Vice President St. John and other 
executives of the road in the east, and are 
not expected to return for several days. 
Induiry at‘the general offices of the road 
in the Equitable building yesterday failed 
t® elicit any information about the alleged 
deal. 

The Macon and Northern railroad is a 
direct line from Macon to Athens, a dis- 
tance of 106 .miles, running through Machen 
erd Madison, and is considered a valuable 
piéce of property, being an eastern outlerc 
for a large central and south Georgia terri- 
tory, with Macon as the feeding voint. 

The original purpose Of the builders of 
the road was to eventually build or make po 
northern connection at Athens, and when 
the Seaboard Air-Line was built to thar 
point it was looked upon as only a question 
ot time until the Macon and Northern 
* would be absorbed by it, and that such has 
not been the result long ago nas been a 
great surprise to many railrcad men. 

This last rumor was given more credence 
yesterday by the fact that as the ponds and 
Loldirgs of the Macon andi Nerthern are 
now in the hands of Baltimore parties, 
where the Seaboard capitalists also reside, 
it was considered likely that owners of 
the two roads would reach an understand- 
ing, their interests agreeing to be mutual. 

It has been Known for some time that 
the Seaboard desired a Florida connection 
and being unable to secure one through 
Atianta, it is said that the scheme of: pur- 
chasing the Macon and Northern and mak- 
ing a traffic arrangement with the Georgia 
Southern and Florida was decided upon. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida is one 
of the most direct- lincs to Florida from 
Macon, it running to Palatka, and connect- 
ing with the Plant system at Tifton for 
Jacksonville. From that it can be seen 
that the purchase of the Macon and North- 
ern by the Seaboard would give the latter 
road a direct route from the east via Ath- 
ens and Macon to south Georgia and Flori- 
da points. 

Tnat arrangement would shorten the Sea- 
board’s Florida route about seventy miles, 
it being that much farther to Macon from 
Athens via Atlanta, which is the present 
Florida route of the Seaboard, and would 
place that line in mors active competition 
for the south Georgia and Florida winter 
travel. 

Further developments of the reported deal 
will be awaited with interest by railroad 
- people here as the successful termination 
of it will affect Atlanta materially. 


The New Vice President. 


Mr. Everett St. John, the new vice presi- 
dent of the Seaboard Air-Line railway, 
assumed the duties of his position on Janu- 
ary ist, and in doing so issued a general 
circular, setting forth the policy to be pur- 
sued in the conduct of his office. 

All of the present officers, department 
chiefs and representatives of the line have 
been reappointed by Mr. St. John, and his 
assumption to the vice presidency makes 
no change in the management of the road. 

Here is the circular in full: 

“Portsmouth, Va., January 1, 1895.—To All 
Interested: In assuming the duties of vice 
president of the railroads comprising the 
» Seaboard Air-Line, the undersigned desires 
to express to one and all connected there- 
with feelings of entire cordiality, with the 
added hope that the New Year upon which 
we are just entering may be a most pres- 
« perous one. 

“The wo rty entrusted to our care isa 
very valuable ons; requiring at our hands 
the greates; consideration. Our efforts must 
be to increase ‘in every legitimate manner 
possible its business; while care in the pro- 
tection of its revenues by the practice of 
economies, not injuriéus to its necessities, 
is enjoined upon all. Let the question be, 
how much (not how little) can we person- 
ally do, to aid in the accomplishment of 
desired results. Efficiency will be required 
and loyalty to superiors expected. These 
two go hand in hand, and when united 
in a common cause, will always prove in- 
vincible. To a greater degree, if possible, 
— ever before, let us strive to possess

ORGANIZERS OF THE SOUTHERN. 


The Firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Made Some Changes Janvary ist. 
The great banking house of Drexel, Mor- 

gan & Co., which organized the great South- 
ern railway system, changed to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. on New Year’s Day. The firm 
still retains its interest in the Southern, 
however. 

The tirm of Drexel, Morgan & Co. began 
business on July 1, 1871, and the partners 
were F. A. Drexel, A. J. Drexel, J. Pirr- 
pont Morgan, J. W. Drexel, J. Hood Wright 
and J. Norris Robinson. On January 1,1875, 
the last’ named withdrew, and C. H. God- 
frey was admitted. Mr. J. W. Drexel with- 
drew on January 1, 1876, and Egisto P. 
Fabbri was admitted. Messrs. G. C. Thomas, 
E. T. Stotesbury and J..W. Paul, Jr., were 
admitted on January 1, 3, and on January 
1. 1890, Messrs G. 8S. Bowdoin’ and C. H. 
Coster; Mr. H. C. Godfrey withdrew on the 
last mentioned date. On January 1, 1886, 
Mr. E. P. Fabbri retired, and Mr. A. J. 
Drexel, Jr., was admitted on January 1,1893, 
and Mr. Temple Bowdoin on January l, 
1894. 

The new firm secures new strength by the 
admission of Mr. Robért Bacon, heretofore 
of the firm of Rollins, Morse & Bro., of 
Boston, dnd also of Mr. Edward M. Robin- 
son, the son of Mr. §& Norris Robinson, 
and stepson of Mr. Hood Wright, both 
of whom were members of the original firm 
of 1871. 

Mr. A. J. Drexel died on June 30, 1893, so 
that Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan is the only 
surviving member of the firm as originally 
constituted. 

The house of Drexel, Morgan & Co. has 
been -associated with most of the great 
financial transactions of this country since 
the partnership was formed, in 1871. Many 
of the most important achievements in the 
financial history of the last quarter of a 
century have been directly attributable to 
the individual agency, the sound business 
judgment of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
is the head of the new firm. 

The first work of great national impor- 
tance with which Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
were connected was that of the refunding 
of the government debt. With the Philadel- 
phia house, Drexel & Co., they joined, in 
August; 1876, the syndicate made up for 
the purpose of floating the new government 
loan at 444 per cent. The authorized issue of 
these bonds was $300,000,000, and the syndi- 
cate agreed to take 0,000,000 at once: at 
par in gold, less 1 per cent commission, with 
an option on the balance to run until March 
4, 1877. The issue was subsequently limited 
to $200,000,000, all of which passed through 
the hands of this syndicate. 

The syndicate’s operations extended 
through several years, and ineluded the 
placing also of the government 4s, of which 
they agreed to take $25,000,000 on June 9,1877. 
On April 11, 1878, they took $10,000,000 of an- 
other issue of $50,000,000 4¢ at l's per cent 
premium, less a commission of one-hald of 
1 per cent. 

In the more recent issue of its 5 per cent 
bonds by the government last November, 
there were members of the syndicate which 
made the highest bid for the whole issue 
of $50,000,000 of bonds. 

The influence of the firm in the railroad 
world has been far-reaching, ana has been 
used in every instance in furthering con- 
structive and conservative policies. In the 
great disturbances arising whether from 
rivalries in the attempt to secure business 
or by reason of the building of lines into 
a competitor’s territory, Mr. Morgan has 
come to the front in the ‘interests of peace 
and the adjustment of differences, The 
“Interstate Railway Association” and the 
so-called |"Gentlemen's Agreement” were 
due to his efforts, and the latter agreement 
was drawn by him. In fact, every important 
movement in the direction of securing 
stability in the railroad business of the 
country. has either originated with Mr. 
Morgan or has had his strenuous support. 

The firm has’ been identified with the 
organization of some of the greatest rail- 
road systems in the country, among such 
lines being the Northern Pacitic, New York, 

3uffalo and West Shore, the Philadelphia 
and Reading, the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Chesapeake and Ohio. 

In response to urgent-requests from those 
whose interests were largest in the property, 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. agreed early in 1893 
to look into the affairs of the Richmond and 
West Point Terminal Railway and Ware- 
house system. Some $250,000,000 of securi- 
ties were threatened with great loss and in 
most cases with total extinction, and as 
the system involved over thirty different 
companies ‘whose affairs were hopelessly 
interlaced and confused, a solution of the 
problem seemed almost impossible. After 
devoting several months to a careful study 
of the situation in all its aspects, Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. announced that a success- 


. ful reorganization could be brought about, 
but before committing themselves to such 


an undertaking they required and received 
deposits of a majority of all classes of the 
securities of the Terminal company, leav- 
ing the other kinds to be deposited after 
the plang were announced. Fortunately for 
the security holders their properties were 
thus safely housed before the breaking of 
the great financial storm of the summer of 
1893, which, however, delayed matters some- 
what. Early in 1894 the organization, with 
a few incidental changes necessitated by 
the panic, was pressed vigorously, and by 
July Ist of the same year the new company, 
the Southern Railway Company, was 
formed and began operations. Their 
achievement involed twenty-six foreclosures 
and other sales and is remarkable for 
rapidity of work and thoroughness of ex- 
ecution, as.well as for the solution of colos- 
sal difficulties. The Southern Railway Com- 
pany is now in resources one of the richest 
railway corporations in the country. 

Looking at random through our files we 
find the house connected with the sale of 
the following bonds, amorig many others, 
which we cite to give an idea of the mag- 
nitude of its transactions, namely: Louis- 
ville and Nashville, early issues, some 

,000,000; Boston and Maine, $8, 000, 000 ; 
New York Central system,$30,000,000 or more: 
American docks, $5,000,000; Chicago and 
Western Indiana, $10,000,000; Erie Terminal 
bonds, etc., about $15,000,000; Pennsylvania 
system, over $25,000,000; Lehigh Vatley, $20,- 
000,000; Terminal railroad of St. Louis, 
$6,000,000; St. Paul and Northern Pacific, 
$1,000,000, all of them among the choicest 
bonds in the market today and selling at 
high premiums. 

The list of rcorganizations perfected and 
of other financial operations conducted by 
this great American banking house is much 
too long for the page of a daily paper. 
The new year auspiciously gives to the 
house the name of the man whose hand 
has been so long at the helm.

Other Railroads Have Agreed to Take 
Blocks of Bonds, but the Receiver- 
ship Shuts Out Two Companies. 


Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—Judge 
Emory Speer has written .a full opinion on 
the application of the receivers of the Cen- 
tral railroad to buy a block of the exposi- 
tion bonds, The judge denies the applica- 
tion on the ground that it is not legal, but 
intimates pretty clearly that the receivers 
can make an elaborae exhibit at the expo- 
sition. 

A synopsis of the decision follows: 

In the circuit court of the United States 
for tne western division of the southern 
district of Georgia.

Decided January 2, 1895. Statement of case: 


H. H. Comer and R. Somers Hayes, as re- ¢ 


ceivers of the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company of Georgia, present by peti- 
tion the following facts: 

That the Cotton States and International 
Exposition Company will hold an exposi- 
tion in the city of Atlanta during the fall 
of 1895. This will largely increase the 
freignt and passenger transportation over 
the lines of the Central railroad, and will 
Otherwise benetit the railroads of the state. 

lrat on the Wth of October iast past, rep- 
resentatives of the “‘initial’’ railroad lines 
centering in Atlanta, agreed with the ex- 
position company to subscribe at par for 
$50,000 worth of the bonds to be issued by 
said company. It was agreed that two- 
thirds of the gate receipts of the exposition 
Should be pledged for the payment of said 
bonds. The several railroad lines represent- 
ed at said meeting agreed to subscribe for 
the bonds in the following amounts: The 
Southern Railway Company, $20,000, the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Company 
$5,000, the receivers of the Central Railroad 
and Banking Company of Georgia $8,000, 
provided the same should be approved by 
the order of this court, and the Georgia 
railroad $6,000, provided the receivers of the 
Central railroad could get authority from 
the court that its interests, to-wit, a one- 
half interest in the lease of said Georgia 
railroad, should respond to one-half of its 
subscription. to-wit, $3,000. The receivers 
gre of the opinion, they state, that said 
subscription will inure to the benefit of the 
several railroads centering in Atlanta in 
the manner hereinbefore stated, and they 
pray that an order may be passed authoriz- 
ing and empowering them as receivers, to 
subscribe for $8,000 of said bonds at par, and 
authorizing them, as receivers, to give au- 
thority to the general manager of the Geor- 
gia railroad to subscribe for $6,000 of said 
bonds at par, one-half of said amount to be 
charged to the interest of the receivers of

lease. This petition is signed by Lawton & 
Cunningham and Julien T. Davies, solicitors 
for petitioners, and is sworn to by H. M. 
Comer, one of the receivers. 

The Farmers._Loan and Trust Company, 
as trustees, object to the application of the 
receivers on the ground that they have no 
power in law or in equity*to pursue the 
course proposed, and that the Investment 
would Se simply speculative in its nature. 

The formal objection of the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company was filed, but before 
it was presented the receivers had been in- 
formed that the court desired to hear ar- 
guments. The attorneys for the receivers 
presented no argument, but President C. 
A. Collier submitted a statement of the im- 
portance of the exposition, the immense 
amount of activity it would occasion among 
the people in the way of travel and the 
shipments of freight, the great good to 
inure to the state from its holding, and 
the international importance imparted to 
it by the generosity of the national gov- 
ernment in becoming a contributor to its 
succe@s, the exhibits to be made by for- 
eign countries, and the large amount of 
profit in the transportation of freights and 
passengers which would thus redound to 
the pecuniary gain of the railroads. The 
legal questions involved were argued by the 
general counsel for the exposition. 

The substance of Judge Speer’s decision 
was: 

The investment proposed was not au- 
thorized by the charter of the Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company of Georgia. 
That company is authorized to do anything. 
otherwise lawful, which is necessary to 
construct and operate its railroad, It can- 
not be said that this investment is a ne- 
cessity to the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose for which the franchise of the Central 
tailroad and Banking Company of Georgia 
was granted. The company itself,*if its 
properties were not under the control of 
the court, we think, would have no author- 
ity whatever to make an investment of its 
funds in an enterprise of this character. 
It follows that when the company 1s op- 
erated by a court, which is but the agency 
of the law, through its receivers, the 
action of the latter officers must equally 
be controlled by the plain terms of the 
charter. 

Several high authorities were quoted on 
the matter. ) 

It is true that a railroad company may 
make many expenditures in the direction 
of fostering its legitimate business, and 
there is much liberality in the courts hav- 
ing control of such properties, in author- 
izing these expenditures. 

If the receivers had sought authority for 
an expenditure sufficient to make an ade- 
quate exhibit at thfs exposition of the per- 
fection of its mechanism, the magniticence 
of its fleet of ocean steamers, the opu- 
lence and variety of the resources of the 
country to which it is tributary, even 
though the necessary sum might have been 
large, it would probably have been allowed. 

These would be legitimate and not at ali 
in conflict with the powers granted in the 
charter or with the right of any creditor. 
If, indeed, we may venture to say,, all the 
great raiiroads centering in Atlanta should 
devote their cnergies and appropriate a 
sufficiency of their mens to the proper ex- 
hibition of the wonderful and various re- 
sources, agricultural, mineral, industrial 
and otherwise, of the magnificent domain 
which they will doubtless long serve with 
immeasurable benefit to the people and 
profit to themselves, it mignt not be impos- 
sible that the advantages to the people and 
the corporation would far surpass anything 
which might flow from the proposed invest- 
ment in the bonds of the exposition. Be 
this as it may, however, the court must be 
controlled’ by the law. This is again a/i- 
mirably announced in Green's Brice’s Ultra 
Vires, page 83. 

The. courts are guided by the law. Upon 
this subject it is the same in this state as 
elsewhere. ‘This. has been announced. by 
repeated decisions of the supreme court. 
See Haramén vs. Baptist Church, 63 Ga., 
193, and cases cited. 

The supreme court of the United States 
and the English courts of high authority 
equally in reason and authority forbid such 
an investment of the fun@ of such a 
poration. See Case vs. Kei, 133 U. S., p.

of the funds of the Georgia Railroad anda 
Banking Company in the same ‘bonds, musi 
be denied.

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NEW MILLS BUILT IN 1894. 


A Review of Mill Construction 
Throughout the Country. 


Boston, January 2.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter, in its semi-annual re- 
view of mill construction throughout the 
country tomorrow, will give some interest- 
ing data, 

During the past six months the improve- 
ment in the general business situations 
has been reflected in no uncertain man- 
ner in the undertaking of the construc- 
tion of a large number of ‘textile plants. In 
the first six months of the year 1894, the 
nuMber of new mills was 113, a wonder- 
ful showing considering the condition of 
the business world. Since the middle of the 
year, the construction of no less than 147 
textile plants have been undertaken, an 
increase of thirty-one as compared with 
the previous, six months* 

The record for the year is 263 new mifts, 
as against 279 in 188, and 35 for 1892. The 
new mills commenced during the first and 
ome halves of the year 1894 are as fol- 
OWS:

Showing in the number of new mills un- 
dertaken during the Jatter portion of the 
year. However, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania lead with twenty-one each to their 
credit. Next comes North Carolina with 
sixteen, then South Carolina with fourteen. 
The record by states for the whole is as 
follows: 

New York, 38; Pennsylvania, 36;-North 
Carolina, 26; South Carolina, 23; Georgia, 
19; Massachusetts, 15; Maine, 11; Virginia, 
and Rhode Island, 8 each: Texas and Con- 
necticut, 7 each; the remainder being di- 
vided among the other states. .

Pictures of a Charleston Suburb—A 
Planter’s Sacrifice. 
Charleston Letter in N. Y. Evening Post. 
Woodlands thick with undergrowth; tran- 
quil country stillness, the stillness of a bit 
of country comparatively untilled and un- 
pastured; roadways lined with tall and 
Stately trees—such the scene as the clatter 
of horses hoofs echoing on the hard flooring 
of the river bridge dies awa'y into noiseless 
footfalls, and the wheds turn without sound 
in the yielding soil a@ St.’ Andrew’s. The 
murmured chorus of ¢ountless pines c@arm 
us into forgetfulness of the city’s close prox-

A SPECIAL TRAIN OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


Enthusiastic Response to the Call for 
Aid—Ex-Governor Northen’s Good 
W ork—Reailroad Liberality. 


The work of securing a trainload of con- 
tributions for the Nebraska sufferers con- 
tinues to be executed and favorable re- 
ports are being rectived from every part of 


the south. 

The special train conveying the. contribu- 
tions will leave Atlanta on January 1th, 
and from the present indications it will be 
a very long and heavily loaded one. 

All of the southern railroads have agreed 
to transport the donations free of charge 
and Vice President Baldwin, of the South- 
ern railway, has agreed to set apart one of 
bis company’s freight depots in Atlanta to 
be used for the purpose of storing the con- 
tributions afriving here previous to »the 


loth, the day of shipment. 

Ex-Governor W. J. Northen was asked to 
take charge of the movement, Which origin- 
ated with Mr. R. H. Edmonds, of . Balti- 
more, Md., and he agreed to do so, going ac- 
tively to work on it and the result of his

thused, realizing the urgent need and dis- 
tress of the Nebraskans and that enthu- 
siasm will not cease until the last load of 
contributions is put upon the train and it is 
started.

: ‘Baltimore, Md., January 2.—The sugges- 
tion made last week by Mr. R. H. Ed- 
monds, of this city, that the south, which 
had an abundant corn crop last year, should 
ship a full trainload of corn and meat to 
the farmers of Nebraska who are suffering 
because of the shortage of the corn crop, 
has met with a very quick response 
throughout the country. In names 
this movement, Mr. Edmonds telegraphed 
to the governor of Nebraska as follows: 

“In view of the distress reported among 
the farmers of Nebraska, by reason of the 
short corn crop and im view .of the sare 
dant crops of the south, 
have suggestal the desirability 
of the south uniting to send at least a 
trainload of corn and provisions to Ne- 
braska for distribution to those who are in 
want. I do not mean to intimate in mak- 
ing this suggestion that the people of Ne- 
braska are not able to care for those who 
are in want in their own state; but it 
seemed to me that the time was opportune 
for the south to utilize such an oppor- 
tunity as this to show to the world its 
appreciation of the blessings it has re- 
ceived in an abundant crop last year; its 
appreciation of the liberality with which 
the north and west have ever met every call 
from the south for help in time of need and 
also an appropriate occasion in which to put 
into effect forces that would help to unite 
our entire country obliterate all sectional 
lines and show them that we are good peo- 

le.

THE ORANGE CROP. 


Almost Entirely Killed by the Recent 
é Severe’ Blizzard. 

The recent blizzard appears to have al- 
most ruined the Florida orange industry 
for the remainder of this season, the freeze 
extending over the heart of the orange dis- 
trict of that state. 

Reports received in Atlanta from there 
yesterday indicate that in a short time 
there will be almost an orange famine, and 
as an evidence of that, the price of oranges 
in Atlanta has already advanced about 7% 
cents per box. In addition to the crop now 
on the trees being killed, the reports say 
that the trees themselves, especially those 
in young groves, have fallen victims to the 
ice king and ‘the extent of the damage 
will be enormous, 

The Florida orange industry has in the 
last few years grown to immense propor- 
tions and several millions of dollars of the 
annual trade of the state is on account of 
the orange business. 

Florida supplies the greater portion of the 
northern and eastern points with oranges, 
and the killing of the fruit by this cold wave 
will be felt there. 

The damage cannot yet be accurately ap- 
proximated, but it is thought that at least 
one-third of the entire crop of the season 
has been killed with the exception of 
those oranges which were gathered and 
stored previous to the freeze, there wil} be 
very little more traffic in the fruit this 
winter. 

The crop is usually all gathered and 
shipped by the lst of April, so about three 
months’ business in the height of the sea- 
son has been ruined,.if the reports of the 
damage can be relied on. 

The letters published in yesterday’s ton- 
stitution from Mr. James Barks stating 
that the crop was almost a total loss in 
the vicinity in which he was—City Point, 
Fla.—was accepted by commissionmen and 
fruit dealers as being the general situation 
throughout the states.

It was predicted by a well known com- 
mission merchant yesterday that within a 
few weéks oranges would advance from 
two to three dollars per box for average 
sizes, such as 176 to the box, making them 
bring from four to five dollars per box. 

Yesterday’s dispatches told of an advance 
in the price of California oranges upon re- 
ceipt of the news of the’ Florida disaster, 
and the fruit growers of that state will 
reap a rich harvest at the expense of the 
Floridians. 
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DESPERATE SHOOTING. 


J. A. Bush Empties His Revolver at 
Three Men. 


Savannah, Ga., January 2.—A morning 
News special from Blakely, Ga., says the 
election today was the occasion of a seri- 
ous shooting affray at Colquitt, Miller 
county, in which J. A. Bush, on one side, 
and two of the Kambrell boys on the other, 
were the parties engaged. The trouble 
grew out of some _ difference in politics. 
Bush championed the straight democratic 
ticket. The fight was precipitated by Bush 
knocking old man Kambrell down after a 
heated altercation of words. Thereupon 
Charley and Burrell Kambrell drew their 
pistols and began firing on Bush from oppo- 
site directions at a distance of about ten 
paces. Bush drew his revolver and return- 
ed the fire, shooting at one of his assailants 
twice and then turning and shooting twice 
at the other, when he again faced about 
and fired the remaining chamber of his re- 
volver and rushed upon the one confront- 
ing him and beat him severely over the 
head with the empty -revolver. Bush was 
hit in three places. One ball passed through 
the thigh, another went through the palm 
of his hand and the third entered the left 
side, near the heart. His wounds are ex- 
pected to prove fatal. The Kambrells es- 
caped without serious injury. The parties 
are brothers-in-law, and prominent in loca!

A Small-Sized Riot in Which Several

Hazleton, Pa., January 2.—A riot between 

Magars and Slavonians took place at 


Shepptown last night in which one man- 


was fatally injured, a dozen others dan- 
gerously wounded and two women stabbed. 
Their names are Joseph Handyke, fatally 
stabbed in the abdomen; Mrs. Andrew Fe- 
fand, stabbed in the breast; Mrs. Mary 
Lynota, arm lacerated; Steve Hodan, stab- 
bed in the shoulder; Michael Mandare, skull 
fractured.

Richmond People Are Alarmed at the 
Presence of the Disease. 

Richmond, Va., January 2.—(Special.)— 
Richmond is threatened with an invasion 
of smalipox. Three new cases have de- 
veloped at Indiantown, the reservation on 
the Pamunkey river, in ‘King William 
county, and a half-dozen or more other 
persons have had the same opportunity for 
contracting the malady.

The weather yésterday was not election 
day weather, and the result was manifest 
in the scarcity of yoters at the polls and a 
consequent shortage in the ballots in the 
elections for county officers and for jail 
bonds. : s 

The snow thawed out into slush yester- 
day morning, and made the streets and 
sidewalks disagreeable and muddy. It soon 
began to rain, adding to the unpleasantness 
and the rain turned .into stow and from 
that into hail, and back to rain. The rain 
kept up all the afternoon, water soaking 
everything. 

Despite the fact that. there were more 
than 3,500 qualified voters in the city wards, 
just 539 votes were cast for the county offi- 
cers. The voting on the bonds was even 
lighter. ‘There were 467 votes in favor of 
the bonds and 35 against them. The jail 
bonds, despite all that has been said in fa- 
vor of them, the hard work of the commis- 
sioners. and the apparent need of a ,jail, 
failed to secure two-thirds of the small ote 
cast. 

it would have required more than 2,500 
votes to have secured the bonds, and less 
than one-fifth of this was cast in the city. 
‘ihe returns from the country precincts are 
slow coming in. They are probably as light 
in comparison as the city precincts. In 
the last election for members of the legisla- 
ture there were probably 6,000 votes vast in 
the county. The yote yesterday will not go 
very many votes over 600. 

The greater part of the voting was «aone 
yesterday afternoon. In fhe morning. the

The 
clerks had but little io ‘do and the vote was 
no great task when it came to the counting. 

The county commissioners wiil meet today 
at.

He Has Started the Movement fora Con- 
vention, and All the Sanitary Men 
Are Interested. 


Atlanta, the national stamping ground of 
conventions of all sorts, is to have, among 
a hundred other conventions this year, 2 
hig convention of chicfs of sanitation of 
the cities of the United States, marshaled 
by Atlanta’s chief, Thomas E. Veal. 

It is to be the first convention ever held 
by the chief inspectors, and the movement 
vas started some weeks ago by Chief Veal, 
of Atlanta. He has succeeded in interest- 
ing nearly every chief in the city and ac- 
cording to an estimate furnished by a san- 
itary journal, published in New York, there 
wil be near one thousand men here. 

In addition to the fact that the meeting is 
for the purpose of organization, the exposi- 
tin will be a great inducement to the s3n- 
itary men, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the convention will be a most 
representative one. It is creating interest 
throughout the country and Inspector Veal 
is receiving letters from all over the coun- 
try concerning the movement. Here js an 
extract from an article concerning the com- 
ing convention, clipped from The Municipa - 
ity and County, a monthly joufnal publish- 
ed in Lrooklyn, N. Y., and devoted .to 
practical information for municipalities:

We wish the premoters of this movement 
all success, and tender them all the assist- 
ance we are capable of rendering. Inspec- 
tor Veal proposes to keep up the interest 
he has awakened in this matter, and ex- 
pects the first meeting, which will be held 
in Atlanta next year, to attract nearly one 
thousand officers of health departments 
throughout the country.” 

Mr. Veal was the first sanitary inspector 
Atlania ever had, and from a very small 
beginning he has worked it up to one of 
the mest impocrtaunt and larg¢ae dopartments 
of the city.

Issued by the New State School Com- 
missioner. 

The new state school commissioner and 
the new principal keeper of the pénitentiary 
spent yesterday at their desks in the Cap- 
itol getting into the routine of the impor- 
tant work which they have undertaken, As- 
sistant Principal ‘Keeper Moore has not yet 
reached Atlanta, having remained in Rome 
to take part in today’s election. He will 
probably come down today and with his 
characteristic energy wiil take hold of the 
work, which, while new to him, will be 
net unfamiliar. 

Circular No. 1 of State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn was issued yesterday. It is 
addressed 40 the county schoo! commission- 
ers of the state and provides for general 
examfnations*of applicants for teacher’s li- 
censes to be held on the 19th instant. 

The full text of the circular is ag fol- 
lows: 

“To the County School Commissioners of 
Georgia: You are hereby notified that lL 
have appointed Saturday, January 19th, in- 
stant, as the time for the examination of 
applicants for~teacher’s licences throughout 
the state. 

“You are instructed to give at least ten 
days’ notice of the examination in the usu- 
al way in which such notices are given. 

“The examination of. white and colored 
applicants must be il separate apartments. 

“Only one day will be allowed tor the ex- 
amination. The hours for opening and clos- 
ine will be left to your judgment. 

‘Ihe meaning of the law is tor applicants 
to be examined in their own counties where 
they are known and where they expect to 
teach; and you tre not, therefore, required 
to examine: strangers who do not expect 
to teach in your county. : 

“No fee or tax can be received from the 
applicant; but you are authorized to pro- 
vide the necessary stationery and charge 
the school fund of your county with the 


cost. 
“In ample time I will send you full in- 


structions and a sealed package containing | 


the question sheets. This package must be 
kept in your custody with the sea] unbrok- 
en until u enter the examination room,
